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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 20, 1892. 


In accordance with the provisions of the statute, the School 
Board of Marlow presents the following report: The school 
year just closed has been one of prosperity, inasmuch as the 
teachers have generally been successful, and the pupils faith- 
ful, earnest and obedient. As far as consistent with what we 
deemed the highest interests of the schools, we have given em- 
ployment to our own teachers. A school has been kept in 
each of the districts of which your.committee has supervision, 
for at least two terms, believing this to be the most expedient. 

Nearly all the schools in town suffer very much from tardi- 
ness and irregular attendance. Now this is a matter that the 
teacher cannot regulate nor remedy. 

Upon the parents devolve the duty and responsibility of see- 
ing that their children are prompt at school every day. In 
looking over the registers I find the names of fifty scholars who 
have not been absent nor tardy during the term. Their names 
may be found under the “ roll of honor.” 

Of the ten different teachers employed, (exclusive of the High 
and Winter schools,) only three were from out of town. 

No male teacher employed except in the Spring term of the 
High School. 

Two teachers had never taught before. 

Number of children between 5 and 15, as reported by the 
selectmen April, 1891, 42 girls and 44 boys. 

Whole number ofscholars attending, including non-residents, 
119; whole number of resident scholars 110. 

The fourteen terms of common school aggregate 132 1-5 
weeks. 

In addition to these, there have been two terms of High 
School and one Winter term, aggregating 30 weeks. Total, 
162 1-5 weeks for the entire year. 
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SPECIAL REPORT BY°SGHOOLS: 


DIvISION 1. (BAKER CORNER.) 


Both terms of this school were under the instruction of Ger- 
tie M. Friend of Washington. This is Miss Friend’s fifth term 
in town and no murmur of dissatisfaction has yet reached us. 
This school, though small in numbers, has some excellent 
scholars, and the work accomplished was all that could be ex- 
pected or desired. Length of school, 1g weeks ; number of 
pupils, 8; wages per month, including board, $18; visits by 
School Board, 6; whole number of visitors, 28. 

In Division 2 the scholars were, as for years past, assigned 
to Division 7. ’ 

DIvisIon 3. (EAST ROAD.) 

This school was under the care of Emma J. Towne for the 
entire year. This was Miss Towne’s first attempt, but she suc- 
ceeded very well, and by practice and perseverance may be- 
come one of our most successful teachers. Length of school, 
17 weeks; number of pupils, 6 ;. average wages per month, in- 
cluding board, $13.50; visits of School Board, 4; whole num- 
ber of visitors, 20. 


DIVISION 4. PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


The Spring term was taught by Georgianna Russell, who gave 
untiring attention to the interest of the school and was successful 
in preserving good discipline, in securing habits of study on the 
part of the pupils, who made satisfactory progress in their 
studies, and commanding the esteem and respect of both parents 
and scholars. The School Board would have been glad to have 
secured her services longer. Length of school, 10 weeks; 
number of pupils, 18; wages per month, including board, $28 ; 
visits by School Peed. 4; whole number of visitors, 55. 

The Fall term was taught by Etta King. The previous 
standard of the school was well sustained, and Miss King’s ser- 
vices were highly appreciated by the patrons of the school and 
the School Board. Both of these teachers mentioned, received 
the approval of the patrons of the school as well as the School 
Board. Length of school, 10 weeks, number of pupils, 12; 
wages per month, including board, $24; visits by School Board, 
3; whole number of visitors, 31. : 
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Diyiston 5. (DownriNnG DIsTRICT.) 


The Summer term was commenced by Lizzie M. Duffee, and 
continued a little over 6 weeks, when she was obliged to leave 
on account of illness and was unable to return. This was much 
regretted by both parents and scholars. 

The services of Anna B. Jefts, of Stoddard, were procured for 
the Fall term. This was Miss Jefts’ first experience asa teach- 
er. She gained the good will of both parents and scholars, and 
at the closing examination it was evident a good degree of pro- 
gress had been made. Length of school, 18 1-5 weeks; num- 
ber of pupils, 8; average wages per month, including board, 
$17; visits by School Board, 3; whole number of visitors, 23. 


Division 6. (KNIGHTS DISTRICT.) 


The Summer term was taught by Alice E. Huntley. Her 
work was earnest, thorough and faithful. It is no discredit to 
a teacher that scholars who are made to mind are allowed to 
stay at home. 

Lottie D. King was procured for the Fall term. She gained 
the respect and good will of all concerned, and the closing ex- 
amination showed that the time had been well and profitably 
spent. Length of school, 19 weeks; number of pupils, 10; 
average wages per month, including board, $17; visits by 
School Board, 4; whole number of visitors, 38. 


DIvIsIon 7. (STONE POND.) 


Knowing the ability, experience and good success as a teach- 
er the services of Mrs. Addie A. Rogers were secured for the 
school year; but after about seven weeks of school she was 
obliged to leave on account of sickness, and was not able to re- 
turn. Mrs. Rogers labored with zeal and energy with this 
school, laying out her work ima thorough and systematic man- 
ner, and had her health not failed) would have accomplished 
good work. 

The Fall term was taught by Luella E. Farnsworth, of 
Washington, an experienced and successful teacher. Miss 
Farnsworth manifested an earnest purpose to impart thorough 
instruction, and we think the examination showed that she had 
succeeded. 
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Teaching both terms the previous year, she knew where to 
commence and we believe did better work, if possible, than in 
the past. This is the largest and probably the most difficult 
school in town. 

Parents cannot be too earnest that their children should be 
punctual at school every day. Those scholars who attend two © 
or three days and remain at home three or four following, or 
go to school one week and are out the next, not only entirely 
waste their own time but are a constant source of annoyance to 
their teacher and class-mates. 

Length of school, 18 weeks; number of pupils, 22; wages 
per month, including board, $23; visits by School Board, 4; - 
whole number of visitors, 44. 


Division 8. (NEAR E. G. HUNTLEY’s.) 


Lottie D. King teacher for the summer term, and Alice Hunt- 
ley for the fall term. 

Both terms were a success, and the scholars seemed to take 
an interest in the school and made good progress, especially in 
thesummer term. We were glad to seeso much interest man- 
ifested by the parents at the examination, one or more mem- 
bers from each family represented being present. This school 
is small and should be united with Division 1, but your com- 
mittee was unable to procure any one to convey the scholars 
satisfactorily to all concerned. 

Length of school, 19 weeks ; number of pupils, 7; wages per 
month, including board, $14; visits by School Board, 4; whole 
number of visitors, 28. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The spring term was under the instruction of Fred C. Ball, 
making five consecutive terms, including the winter school of 
seven weeks. : 

Mr. Ball has given almost universal satisfaction, and his abil- 
ity and success in our High School has not been surpassed for 
many years. His ability to govern and gain the respect and 
good-will of his pupils is excellent. The improvement in all 
studies, as far as we can judge, is all that can be desired. The 
art of writing has been taught by Mr. Ball with perfect success, 
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and we believe the specimens suspended from the walls of the 
school-room, by the scholars, the best ever seen in town. This 
one study (for it has been made a study) is worth the cost of a 
whole term of school. Your committee would gladly have se- 
cured the services of Mr. Ball for the ensuing year, but pecuni- 
ary means would not permit. 

Length of school, 11 weeks; number of pupils, 26; wages 
per month, $54.55; visits by School Board, 4; whole number of 
visitors, 25. 

For the fall term we employed a lady teacher, Miss Jennie 
M. Wood of New Castle, Me. She isa graduate of Bridge- 
water State Normal School and thoroughly prepared by edu- 
cation and experience for the duties of her profession. Her 
success in the school-room challenges admiration. Thorough 
and systematic, her instruction is well calculated to arouse in- 
terest and enthusiasm on the part of her pupils and awaken the 
dormant faculties of their minds. Great progress was made in 
all the studies pursued, and the school was a most gratifying 
success. Length of school, 11 weeks; number of pupils, 17 ; 
wages per month, including board, $40; visits by School Board, 
5; whole number of visitors, 35. 

The instruction of Miss Wood was‘continued through the 
winter term. She was constant, laborious, conscientious and 
successful in her work, and has received the repeated commen- 
dation and approval of friends. Length of school, 8 weeks ; 
number of pupils, 28 ; wages per month, including board, $48 ; 
number of visits by School Board, 3; whole number of visitors, 33.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TOWN LIBRARY. 


That there must be much repetition in reporting upon the 
condition of a library is true; yet much might, and perhaps 
ought, be said that would be a departure from the accustomed 
path. We have heard it whispered that no appropriation 
should be made this year because, as a town, we find ourselves 
in such a decline. We are strenuously opposed to any such 
idea. This library is a public benefit. It pays a better divi- 
dend than any investment that you, as individuals, can make. 
It will aid all, who will avail themselves of it, in passing an 
hour when otherwise “the blues” might get the better. 

At this time, when a general interest is being awakened all 
over the state in establishing libraries, we should be happy in 
‘the thought that we, as usual, are in the van, and, by continuing 
an earnest support, keep there. If you pass one year without 
remembering the needs of your library it will be very easy to 
do so the next year. Do not allow the entering wedge to be 
even started. You will regret it if you do. 

There were added last year 46 volumes, 44 by purchase, 2 
by donation from the state, this being exclusive of some 20 
volumes from state and United States not catalogued, the 
total now catalogued being 708. All are accounted for except- 
ing 1. Two volumes were purchased to take the place of worn 
out numbers. The condition of the books is generally good. 
We find that 158 persons have taken books to the number of 
2,534; 20 for each person ; average changes per day, 24; largest 
number taken by one person 88.
